1 . This Office Action is to respond to applicant communication filed 05 December 
2006 responding to as Final Rejection dated 05 October 2006. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant argues that the applied reference by Grigorovich (US 2005/0066063) 
does not disclose a section in the claims as bold-highlighted below: 

wherein the first type of information pertains to information that is 
designated for retrieval in a streaming transfer mode, and the second type 
of information pertains to information that is designated for retrieval in a 
bulk transfer mode. 

Please note the part of the independent claim 1 is of the general nature or 
caching in association of a main memory, i.e. a system having a cache and main 
memory wherein it is determined to process a request for information (1) in cache if the 
requested segment is in cache (low latency) and (2) in main memory if not in cache 
memory and the cache memory storing (a) a first type of information and (b) a second 
type of information. Please note that, as noted, the recited claimed features are 
common in caching system and that there is no doubt that Grigorovich would teach 
otherwise because Grigorovich's system uses (1) a media cache module providing 
intermediate data structure for retrieving streaming media file, (2) the system

determines whether streaming media file exists in cache as requested, and (3) the 
system identifies five types of data structure stored in cache (see section 0056). 

Applicant argues that the reference by Grigorovich fail to teach the first type of 
information is designated for retrieval in a streaming transfer mode and the second type 
of information is designated for retrieval in a bulk transfer mode. Please note that bulk, 
by definition, defines quantity, or large numbers. Therefore, one person of ordinary skill 
in the art would consider a bulk transfer mode as the disclosed "more complex 
streaming media files. Applicant admits that Grigorovich discloses a more complex 
streaming media file to include multiple videos and/or audio streams. 

Applicant further agrees that, and as is also relevant in Grigorovich disclosure, 
Grigorovich discloses an intelligent streaming mode involving switching between 
multiple streams. It is clearly understood that the intelligent transfer mode involves 
streaming of data files where "multiple streams are transferred at times". However, 
BULK by definition also involves multiple, or a plurality, or a group of. Therefore, The 
rejection with respect to the statute 102 is proper.
